There are no hospitals belongine to the Local Authority. 
O%-es sufferings from Infectious Discases ure admitted into tho 
County Is¢lation Hospital at Llangefni, an arbulance being gont from 
the Isolation Hospital to convey the cass into hospital and the 
premises arc disinfected by the Local Authority Inspector. 


Oases sufforing from Venureal Disease arc treuted at 
the Cscrnarvonshirse and Anglesey Infirmary at Bangor, where clinics 
are held three times a week for both Males nd Fomalosea-cs. undor the 
At lesgy County Scheme and the tracing and follow-up of tho 
defaulters 18 also satisfactory done under the County Scheme.

A Scherné is in operation which provices for ths prymont dv the 
Council of an Annual Contribution towards the expenses of the 
Voluntery Nursing Associations for the provision of Maternity and 
child welfare services in and for the benefit of the whole County. 


Ante=N3tal Glinies are held once every month at Amlwch, 
Bow ris, Holyhead and Llangefni when the Consultant obstetrtésgann 
attends and nearly 211 the primiparous and abnormal Cases attend ohd 
“re edvitted into the County Hospital, Bangor for treatment if the 
Consultant Obstetrician considers it necessary. Arrangenents can 
wlso be made for urgent cases from this district to attend at the 
Clinic in Bangor County Hospital should acoasion arise, 


Thore ce several district nursos residing in the aren and 
they nttend the Ante-notal Glinies in their area, Nearly il the 
nurses tnave beon provided with motor-cars us the distances they hive 
to travel sre very ersat as the houses ere very scattered, 


Provisions have been made at the County Hospital Bangor, 
mo Premature and immature babies from this district may be 
“ated s 
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infant Clinics are held every fortnight at Amlweh, Cemacs 
by Lianerchymedd and iarlanglas, and babies from this area attend 
311 the above centres. The clinics are well attended and most of 
the children in the (istrict have been innocculated against Dinhthreta 
either privately, 2t the Infant Clinics or at the primary Schools by 
the School kedical orricer. 

cry satisfactory laboratory fucilities sre now available at the 
Qnernarvonshire anda Arylesey Infi:wury, Bangor ana the Emerzency 
Public Health Laboratory at Conway whore Bactcriological cxaninations of 
water, thrort swabs, sputum examination, otc., are sent.

The Water Supply 2t Benllcch, Cemaes Bay and Llanerchymedd are 
now fairly sstisfactory, but the bactcriological reports on several 
of the shallow wells in the rural arcas have been unsatisfactory and 
after consultation with the County Wecdical Officer, it was decided to 
put notices on all the shallow wells snd pumps that the consumption of 
such water wis only safe after borling. Steps wore taken to clean and 
to further protcct such wells until the water scebeme adm ted by the 
Anglesey County Council and approved by the Ministry of Heakth is put 
into operation 2nd I am glad to report that work has already been 
somrenced in some Arci&e 


Drainage and Scworave.e 


The open closet srrangonment is used in most houses in the district 
ani those hive to be attcndca to privately but often in a most. 
unsatisfactory Way. In some of the villages the pail system is in 
eperntion nd arrangements areé uadc by the Gouncil for these to he 
osrricd away and ermpticd ana the contonts treated and buried in a 
suitable site some distance sway, Dut complaints ary often r ceived about 
the uns.tisfactory way this work is often done and steps are taveon to try 
and remedy it and it is becoming daily wore difficult owing to the 
labour problem and the nature of the work to be done, 


Pherc wre quite a number of private houses and hotels with 
water Glosets vhich wre connected with Septic Tanks or cesspools snd 
Gou.plaints ar. 21s0 reeciveda about some of trese cxnecially in Bonlleoch 
and Gemaes Buy during the summer season when there is a very #rent 
influx of visitors and the system is totally inadcquate to deal with thom. 
serpious consequences might srise in thesy two places if 2 proper 
soworaye system is not adopted as soon 28 the County Water acheme is 
in operation,

The Gen ral standard of the :cuses in the district is fairly 
good, but in some of the villages there are several houses in ery poor 
condition and have been condemned as unfit for human habitation, but as 
there are 40 new Council Hoses being built in Llanerchynedd, Moclfre 
and Gerues Bay, the housing situation will be helped considerably.
